Riots directed against Frpn(hiii"n 
have occurred in manv of the prvviuce 
towns, and the situation is cooaidered 
exceuilinglv grave.

thl| city lijte SuiuLiy ni^ht. win n a 
hootinr? mob attempted to burn the 
French embassy. Siinio of tho rioters 
carried caii.s of p«'trc>lcnni and did mi; 
hesitate to openly declare tliat it was 
their intention to use it in ueKtruyiiig 
the embaHsy. 

The authorities, however, had antici- 
pated that an attack iniyht be attenijit- 
ed on the embassy, and a strong' t'oro' 
of troops was deti.ilcJ to icnard tin- 
bnilding. The rioters, liow'vcr, at- 
tempted to carry out th' ir tl.r. at.s to 
burn the emt)assy notwitiistanuiiij,' the 
presence of the "soldi. ts. Tlicy w. re 
ordered to disperse but refused to do so, 
vrhereapon the soldiers charged upon 
them. . , , 

The mob held their Kronnds for a 
time and fouaht stulibondy. It v,-,is 
not until aeveraF aluurfc'cs u\n<u tli. .n 
were made that they bri^an i-) retreat, 
flighting all the t imo. Forly-five of tiie 
rioters were air.iisted. Jluny of the 
mob who were at the fore front of the 
fighting were wounded by the Rabur.s 
tliat the soldier-s used iinsitaringly. 

The rioting in the provincial towns 
was only qui Hod by the use or t-n. .;is. 
the poliri' being utterly ijowerlesb to 
handle the mob. Furthtr dcTdopments 
are anxiously awaited. 

WuUh Miner*. 

London, Aug. 23.— The thrcatentd 
inva-sion of Ebbw Vale, Wales, by an 
army of 80.000 striVers from Khnmia 
valley, wlione intention was to force 
the nonunion miners to quit work, has 
not yet occurred, though tlie original 
idea was to bejfin the march yesterday. 
The weather was threatening during 
the day. and toward evening it began 
to raiti in torrents. This had a detei - 
ent effect upon the strikers, but it is 
more than likoly that the measarvs 
taken by the police and military to 
protect the mines and the workini^ 
miners, had more to do with the aotna. 
abandonment of the program than the 
Weather. 

Every i)roparation bad hwn made to 
receive the strikers and at the slightest 
attempt at rioting they have foun.l 
themselves under the guns of the nal;- 
tary. Considering all the circuni 
stances, the strikers' leaders thongnl 
discretion the better part of valor ami 
the invasion for the present, at least, i.s 
off. JIany uoiinnioii men are wdrkmg 
inthelOhbw Vale district. They are 
under police rod military protection, 
wiiich will not Ic withdrawn until all 
danger of attac k is paaae d.

Before the end ol 
the week it is expo<.-ted that other large 
plants will be placed in operation. 

Factories Preparlnic to Betume.

Savronnded in Mystery.

Lull man. a well known real estate 
dealer and director in the German- 
American Savings bank, committed 
suicide by blowing out his brains with 
a revolver while standing in front of a 
mirror at his residence, 1101 North 
(,'ardinal avenue. 

Major Lullmanwas one of the wealth- 
iest and best known men in the city. 
He was a member of the G. A. Bi., 
Legion of Honor and kindred organiia- 
tions; director in the German- American 
bank and extensively engaged in real 
estate transactions. He dressed him- 
self with unusual neatness and was ap- 
parently in a cheerful frame of mind. 

While bis family were at breakfast 
they heard a shot and a moment later 
found Mr. Lullman dead on the bath- 
room floor. He had stood before a mir- 
ror and fired a bullet from a iW-calibre 
revolver into his right temple. It is re- 
ported that lately Mr. Lullman has lost 
Ilea /y sums of money and has indulged 
freely in intoxicants. This, it ia DO- 
lieved, unsettled his mind.
